General C. P. Powning is in receipt .of 


letters from Senators Joiit-s at'fl S'uwart 
giving very encoar«ninK n»ws onncerniue 
the establishment of a mili'ary post at 
Reno. Senator Stewart says tl.e S< cretary 
of War nnd General Sfholl^ld w«r« before 
tbe Snb-C«inini!ttef on Military. Affa'M on 
the Army Appropriation bill, of which the 
Senator has churRo, anil in (tincnsKlr.g the

SIB:—I bave tbe honor to acknowledge 


tbe receipt of yonr reference on March 21st 
last o! Senate bill 2,034, Fifty-second Con- 
gress, first session, providing for the es- 
tablishment ot a military post near tbe 
town of Reno, in Wasboe county, Nevada. 


In reporting on tbe bill, tbe Command' 


ing General of tbe Department of Califor- 
nia remarks that tha proposition to estab- 
lish a poet at Reno is presumed to be based 
principally upon the fact that quite a large 
Dumber of Indians are located on the Pyr- 
amid Lake and Walker Lake Reservations 
not far from RSLO, and at other places in 
the general region abont, aa well as from 
the fact that the facilities for the distribu- 
tion of troops and supplies from Reno are 
good, by means of railroads centering 
there. He nUo adds that tbe Indiana re- 
ferred to are not of a warlike nature; have 
for years .past been qniet and docile, and 
are not likely to cause trouble, while those 
who do not live on tbe reservation are 
more or less nomadic, and frequent North- 
ern Nevada and Northeastern California. 
With reference to this condition of Indian 
affairs in tbe section of country about 
Reno, the Department Commander does 
not deem it advisable to establish a new 
post there or elsewhere in the vicinity, as 
any necessity for tbe presence of a military 
force in that region would probably be ot 
a temporary duration and could be met by 
tbe dispatch of troopg from posts which 
wonUl be permanently occupied. 


In these views the Major General, com- 


manding the army, concur*, having refer- 
ence to the condition of Indian affairs, bnt 
adda that Reno has cow become the mili- 
tary center of a large district of coo o try, 
and ia therefore the proper site for a mili- 
tary ppst in that region, to be constructed 
whenever Congress shall appropriate there- 
for. 
To this I would mid tbat the reports 


of my predeCKBSors, as well as reports of 
tbe military commanders for several years 
past, show that the question of concentrat- 
ing larger forces at points of intersection is 
regarded as highly advantageous to tbe 
military service, as it affords enlarged ben- 
efits to tha trooprt, promotes among them a 
spirit of contentment, reduces the tendency 
to desertion and secures greater economy
